ble sin lion was foreclosed. The Japanese claim 
was swallowed al its face value by many of 
Wilson's critics, and Ihe incident, on thai basis, 
hailed as another evidence of Ihc reputed indif- 
ference of the war president lo his country's in- 
terests. Thai France acknowledges that Hie re- 
servations concerning Yap.werc in facl made by 
AVilson on April 21 .and SIX and on May \, 1919. 
during UH: sessions of Ihc supreme council, will, 
one.hopes, silence on Ihis point at least the crilics 
who have shown such readiness to find the for- 
mer president guilty of neglect of America on 
any evidence or shadow of evidence that seemed 
io"point in lhal direction. Such hostility as this, 
always ready lo believe and blazon the worst 
possible construction of Wilson's acts, has had a 
distinctly prejudicial clYecl on American inter- 
national" relations in which Wilson had a hand. 
It may have been good domestic politics, but 
certainly il was foolish in the light of this coun- 
try's broader interest in world affairs.

long-sighted American could consider that the 
discrediting of a political opponent al home was 
in itself so desirable as to balance such a dan- 
gerous effect on the country's affairs.

porting Ihe truth of Wilson's account of his poli- 
cy regarding Yap France has not only material- 
ly strengthened America's hand in on important 
iic«otialion--slio has also, one. is inclined to 
think, administered a rebuke lo a considerable 
group of public, men and newspapers in Amer- 
ica who'have shown themselves willing lo place, 
party politics ahead of the interests of the United 
States.

MR. II. G. WELLS, in writing of the inlcrdc-', 
*** pendcncc of European countries and of the' 
self-sufficiency of America, says:

"I doubt it it would make any very serious dif- 


ference !'OT some time in Uie ordinary daily life of 
Kansas City, lot us say. if all Europe were: rctluc-ctl tc 
a desert in the next five years." 


In a limited degree, this Is true. 
Kansas 


Cily would nol see the desert -which Europe had 
become... Her streets would look the same. Out- 
wardly she would live lo a large extent the same 
life she lives now—and so of olhcr American 
eilies(and farming regions. 


Bui all America would feel the change keen- 


ly. We would be shocked in every intellectual 
and business fibre. For one tiling, we would be 
left lo bear tho banner of the white race alone 
save for some nations which arc weak in num- 
bers and others which arc weak in whiteness. 
We would feel a sense of helplessness in con- 
fronting so changed a world. To be sure Mr. 
Wells says "for some time"; but Ihc lime would 
be measured by the lapse required for the trans- 
mission of news only. We should be a sick na- 
tion, if Europe were lost; and in all probability, 
we should be sick nearly or quite unto death. 


In a material sense, we should suffer ob-| 


vious evils which everybody would bo conscious 
of.

FROST WHEN SETTING 


OUT TOMATO PLANTS 


(Fifth 
da-l of "Bsxli-zrd Gardening") 


Not once i:i nil the writers gar- 


d-.-ning- experience has he made a 
plot and not allowed an especially 
large amount of spsec for radishes. 
Radishes src quick to grow, raking 
from ?, to r> weeks, and they c.in be 
planted continuously, a new crop 
being sov.-n immediately after an- 
other has been used up. Commence 
sowing about the middle of next 
month. Plant thickly and thin out 
the sprouts. 
Lima beans arc those things you 


have to train on long poles oace 
they start growing. Because they 
do twine and spread out you- mast 
allow about 3 feet of space between 
rows. Set out the seeds about the 
first oi May. Plant them in .1 place 
where the sun will strike the sprouts 
all through the day. 
Wax bean plants grotv closer to 


the ground than lima, beans, and 
arc more of a bush. Only about a 
foot of space need be allowed bc- 
twcen rows. They may be planted 
about the same time lima beans arc. 


Be careful not to run into a frost 


when setting- out tomato plants. 
Generally the middle, or last of May 
is a safe time, but never put them 
cut when the weather is doubtful. 
The first day out the tomato plant 
should be covered with a large cone 
made from a newspaper sheet, with 
a ventilation hole in the top. This 
wards off the heat of the sun which 
might otherwise wilt the sprout. 
Keep the scvs well watered. It is 
a good idea to cover them with the 
newspaper cones at night, too. till 
they have taken a good hold in the 
garden.
